They were
pnorth and south aod inelined in such
A manner s to form an angle of from
iwenty to thirty degrees with the bori-
zon., This queer justrument was oot
intended as au ezaggerated toy, but
wis gomstructed for the express pur.

Vermont's Furst Maple Swear,
According 1o the Confeotioner’s
Journal, the Arsk maplo sugar made in
Vermont wan at Dennington fn March,
1708, in the lgnbin of tho first et-
tler, Usptmn Sumwnel Robioson, The
~probubly from treew on the hill-
aide 1  Dennington Centre—wns
oaught in short sections of logs, hol-
lowed out fo hold & gallon or more,
Tho senson was favorable for a froe
run of sap, the uights being frosty snd
the deys still aod sunny. Evaporation
wis performed fn small iton kettles,
bonght in Albany o few wooks pro-
vionnly. A liquor eask of good eyrup
wis obtained, but only a small quan-
tity of sugar wan mado ~thirty or forty
pounds, The precise method of tap-
ping the trees is mot known. Pablio
records of the time make no mention
of sugar making, aud the only infor-
mation on tho sabjoct is in the diary
of Hiram Harwood, the first whiie
child born in Bennington. 1t began
in 1810, covoring twenty-six yoars, nnd
wus o continuance of i father's diary
begun in 1800, and giving a minote
rocord of everyday life and many faots
relatiog to the early history of Ben-
nington. The particulars of the first
sugar-making wore obtained from
Mras, Meroy Hobinson in 1704,
